our national affairs. It is a gloomy subject, eUh , r a4 it rvgutied tho territories themselves or 



Mr. Speaker. Never in the long history of 
our country has anything like or at all paral- 
lel to the present condition of our country 
presented itself lor our consideration. But 
a little while ago we were a great, united peo- 
ple — our name was known, and known only 
to be respected, thoughout the land, pur 
power, our greatness wa9 every where recog- 
nized, and our flag was every where consid- 
ered as the emblem of n great and a growing 
nation. Now, sir, what is the condition to 
which we are reduced. Where is that glo- 
rious Union that we promised ourselves 
should be Jperpctuated ? Where arc those 
ten thousand sentiment* offered in toasts 
and orations that the Union was to be per- 
petuated ? "Let it be perpetuated — esto per- 
petua" — was the sentiment expressed on 
thousands and thousands of public occa- 
sions. 

What is our condition now, and how has it been 
brought about? I need not *itate very particu- 
larly the causes which have produced these effects, 
nor need I recur to the present condition of our 
nation with a view of telling you what it is. It 
is a sad story — so sacf that it is impressed upon 
every heart — known to every citizen. I .-ball 
not detain you idly by any particular dotail* of 
causes. It Is enough to say that it has all grown 
"-our national calamity — our national misfortune 
— has all grown out of a controversy between the 
slaveholding and non-slavebelding States; furn- 
ishing questions of slavery and questions of auti- 
•lavery-wquestions about the territories of the 
United States. These agitations hare long ex- 
asperated on the one side and on the other a vast 
portion of the United States. It has resulted in 
the formation of sectioual parties — a sectional 
party in the North and a scciional party in the 
South. The sectional party of the North has 
finally succeeded in electing u President for the 
United States mid installing their party in all 
brancho* of the government. This has excited 
increased apprehensions in parts of the South as 
to the safety of their peculiar institutions. They 
dread that the northern power will employ itself iu 
destroying one of these institutions and depriv- 
ing tbem of their property. Under this appre- 
hension what have they done? They have sought 
a most violent remedy against this apprehended 
• vil by seceding, as they term it, from the Union 
of these States, and forming for themselves a sep- 
arate, distinct, and independent government out 
of the seven States that have seceded — South Car- 
olina, Florida, Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, aud 
Texas. Theso States have, in so far as they po- 
sessed the power, broken our Union, and estab- 
lished or attempted to establish for themselves an 
indepi ndont gove:umeuf, and to puttbat govern- 
ment into operation. This is the present altitude 
in which our country stands. While theso revo- 
lutionary movements were in progress attempts 
were made iu the Congress of the t'uited States 
then in session for th* adoption of such measures 
a* might check them. It was hoped that if these 
measures could not recall to the Union the States 
that bad already seceded they might secure the 
allegiance and adherence to tho Union of the re- 
maining States. Among many other gentlemen 
who proposed measure* for adjustment and recon- 
ciliation, I submitted a series of resolutions, be- 
lieving that their adoption might pacify ourcoun- 
try, put a atop to revolution, and preserve and 
restore our Union. I need not undertake to oc- 
cupy your time by reciting those resolutions. 
They a.o known to you all, and bad the honor of 
being expressly approved by you. This object 
was mainly to satisfy the claims of the South to 
remove with their slaves to the territories of the 
United Slates. 

On the other hand, this right was denied upon 
the ground that the territories belonged to the 
United States; that no individual State nor any of 
the States separately had an interest in the terri- 
tories, but that they belonged to and were under 
the absolute control and government of the Gen- 
eral Government. Sir, let that be admitted. 
Admit that the territory is under the absolute 
control of the General Government, but, sir, does 
it not follow that the General Government ought 
so to admiaistor this great property, so to exer- 
cise its great functions, that every class of States, 
and every State, shall equally participate in and 
equally enjoy that which belongs to all? No mat- 
ter whether you consider it a property held in 
trust for the individual States, or as n property 
held absolutely for the General Government, to 
be controlled or disposed of by the General Cov- 
trnment, it equally follows that that General Gov- 
ernment, to be just and act upon the principles of 
the Constitution, ought to so administer the prop- 
erty that each and every State — every portion of 
the Union — may have an equal participation in 
und an equal enjoyment in that which belongs 
equally to all— the territory of the United States. 

It seems to me, therefoie, that there is injus- 
tice iu excluding from that equal and full enjoy - 
meul any class of States because of any institu- 
tion that may exist in tbem. The Constitution 
gives to the other States no right to monopolize 
that territory, and to a-sunie tho ontire ownership 
and enjoyment of it. The Constitution accepted 
tbem at its foundation. It accepted them as slave- 
holding State*. It accepted them at the time of 
ii* adoption as entitled to equal rights, notwith- 
standing they held slaves. It accepted slave- 
holding and non-slaveholdiug State as standing 
in equal favor with the Constitution, and entitled 
to equal rights and equal justice from that Con- 
•titulion. So regarding it, it seems to me tint it 
would bo unjust for the free States to assume 
and usurp to themselvee the entire control 
of these territories, aud so control them as in effect 



as it regarded slavery in the territories. They 
declined to permit slaves to be carried into the 
territory south of 36° 30'. In the meantime the 
revolution procoeded. This revolution has under- 
taken to form itself into a government distinct 
and independent. The rc\ olting States have bro- 
ken the Union which united us heretofore, and 
they arc putting this government into operation; 
and we stand here to-day astonished at the great 
events that are occurring around us — astonished 
at the revolution that is glaring us in the face — 
and inquiring what is to be dorr*. 

There IT as one solitary circumstance attending 
these resolutions, however, that is well worthy of 
notice. Although the discussion of them did not 
sufficiently recoinme.'id them to the Congress of 
the United States, it struck upon the hearts of the 
peoplu throughout the United States, und afforded 
them an apportunity for display in£ their fraternal 
feelings towards us and ull the South, aud the 
generous temper and disposition w hich promptod 
them to seek reconciliation anil udjusiiuent — an 
amicable settlement of all our differences upon any 
tortus that wo might believe to bo fair and equitable 
— just upon tho terms offered by tho resolutions 
which I submitted, or upon any other terms equiv- 
alent to them. That would have been reconcilia- 
tion enough to buve saved the Union, whatever 
else might have been lost. As a testimony of 
the manner in which this adjustment was hoped 
for, hundreds and thousands of persons in the 
northern States sigued petitious praying for the 
passage of tha measure. I'orty thousand voters 
from the single Slate of Massachusetts, thousands 
from Pennsylvania, thousands from all the north- 
western States, breathing a spirit of love and kind- 
ness to their fellow-citizen* and devotion to the 
Union, which was willing to sacrifice uuy thing and 
everything tor it* preservation. This wus to me, 
and it will be to you and to every Union-loving 
man the most impressive and acceptable ovidence 
of the temper and disposition of our felluw-citi- 
tens elsewhere. It showed me that the argument 
which has been so often used to disunite Ut — thai 
the North hates tho South and that the South 
hates the North, is uot true. The Almighty has 
not made us with hearts of such maliguity a* to 
hate whole classes of our countrymen for 
the sins of a few men. Tbe North does not bate 
the South. Tbe South doe* not hate the North. 
In this matter, geutlemeu, I speak so far as my 
own observation aud my own experience en- 
ables me to testify. We have our moments of 
irritation at times. We have great provocations, 
and often these provocations have excited unkind 
feelings— reproaches without number ou tho one 
side and on tho other. Crimination and recrimi- 
nation has existed betneen us. But this only- 
serves to form a part of that great volume oi 
abuse which political strife and the struggle for 
party predominancy must necessarily produce. 
They pass by, however. The <tream is no longer 
made turbid by this cause, und in purity it runs 
throughout the land, encircling us in tbe arms of 
a common fellowship — a common country. So 
may God forever preserve us. 

We bave not been made to hate one another We 
do noi hate one another. The politicians who 
tell us that we bate each other are either honestly 
mistaken or they are seeking ephemeral populari- 
ty by prof*s»ing to be our friends, and showing 
us by. the hatred which they profess for other »ec- 
tions, that their protecting love for us is over all. 
But the people will not alway* be led by poli- 
ticians. They bave risen upon this occasion, and 
I believe in my beart that there is at this moment 



tion. 

how shall tho General Government act toward* 
them? bow shall Kentucky and the other slave 
Stateaconduct themselves'towards those seceding 
States ? Tho object of all is to bring thorn back. 
We wish them well but we think they havo great- 
ly orrod— at least I do. We think they have 
done wrong to themselves, wrong to us, and wrong 
to all mankind by breaking up that government 
whose promises reached humanity in every regiou 
in tho world — promises that havo beon iudissolu- 
bly connected with liberty and political happi- 
ness. Tho wrong to all those interests which they 
bavo done prove conclusively to my mind that the 
Union cannot be broken.. It is not yet broken. 
These States may have seceded. "Seceded"— a 
word altogether illegitimate, having no origin or 
foundation in any constitutional right, and all 
that can bo enigmatical in meaning — that I am 
willing to apply here, divested of all right and 
significance; simply it is (revolution against uv— 
whereas revolution acknowledged and avowed is 
war upon the nation against whom that revolution 
is attempted. Our Union so far as it exists in the 
sanctum of tbe Constitution — so far as it exist* 
in tho South — if . all our laws, all popular opinion 
and sentiment still exists in theory though dis- 
obeyed and disregarded by those who attempt to 
torin another nation, the wish of us all is to bring 
them back — to be again one and indivisible. How 
shall it be best done? 

What is the policy for the General Government 
t» pursue? Now, Mr. President, without under- 
taking to say what the exact policy — und*r cir- 
cumstances so singular as the present hour pre- 
terits us with — I will only undertako to say that 
they ought not to pursue a course of forcible coer- 
cion. Not the policy of coercion, I say. Our 
object and desire is to bring them back into term* 
of former union and fellowship. That is the ob- 
ject of our private affections, as well a* of our 
public policy. To attempt by-coercion — by arms — 
to force tbeui back into tbo Union at the point of 
the bayonet— to shed their blood— is nn Way to 
win their atTecti"n«. Let them go on in pence 
with thoir experiment. This government is not 
bosnd to patronize revolution against itself — 
therefore, I say, let its policy be tho policy of for- 
bearance and of peace. Let them make this exper- 
iment under all the advantages that peace can 
give them. Wo all hope, for their own good and 
their own welfare, that their experiment will fail 
of success — that when tho increased expenses ol 
a government formpd of a few States, and the 
thousand inconveniences that attend its dis- 
ruption from tho great body to which it be- 
longed — like the tearing o!T an arm front the hu- 
man system — when they have come to experience 
all tbe pains and inconveniences — all the troubles 
and all tbe posts that attend, and must inevita 
bly attend, this extraordinary movement — they 
will begin to look back to tho great mansion of 
their tribe — tbe grand Union of this great repub- 
lic— they will wish to return to their brethren, no 
longer to try these hazardous experiments of 
making governments separate from this gov- 
ernment. These are truly hazardous experiment*. 
I think they will fail. I hopo &o only because 
that will have the effect of bringing them back 
into this Union. It will have the dcsuable effect 
of restoring our lost brethren to us. I am, there- 
fore, fur the peace policy. Give them an oppor- 
tunity of making the experiment. Do not excite 
them by war or bloodshed. They have been suf- 
ficiently misled by other causes. Add to those 
causes the irritation that the sight of blood will 
necessarily create, and we can* have no possible 
hope of reconciliation — tbem to user we to them. 

Let us rutucr trust to peace. Let us trust to 
their experience — tbe inconvenience of their er- 
rors. They will come back. We will invite them 
back — not receive them as offenders or as criminals; 
we will roceivo them as brethren who have fallen 
into error — who have been deluded, but who, dis- 
covering their errors, manfully returned to' us, 
who magnanimously receive tbem and rejoice Over 
them. I want the General Government to pursue 
this policy of peace and forbearance. What shall 
> he separate States do? Those slaveholding Stales 
still adhering to the Union ought to be more par- 
ticularly forbearing. 

But what shall old Kentucky do? Our affection* 
are all clustered upon her. Her peace, her honor, 
her glory, her interest, arc ours. Ber character is 
ours, and a proud heritage it ia. I love her with 
all my heart. I am one of the oldest of her chil- 
dren. I have been one of the most favored of her 
children, and with heartfelt gratitude do I ac- 
knowledge it — with all my heart's devotion do I 
acknowledge it. I can never repay the obligations 
which I feel I owe to her. What shall Kentucky- 
do — our country — our magnanimous old State — 
what shall she do in this great crisis — tbi* trial of 
our nation's faith? Shall we follow the secession- 
ists — shall we join th* experimental government 
of the South, or shall we adhere to tbe tried gov- 
ernment of tho Union under which we live — under 



demonstration that the course of wisdom and 
polioy for us ia to stand by the Union. It is bet- 
ter for us fur tho future, better for tho futuro of 
the country. By showing to our erring brethren 
of the South that we will not go with them — by 
showing them our fixed opinion that their experi- 
ment must prove a failure, and that they can ex- 
pect nothing like encouragoruent from us — will 
that not have a tendency to bring them back? I 
think it will. 
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a majority of northern men that would cheerful- which our fathers lived and died? I call upon 



ly vote for any of the resolutions of compromise 
that were proposed by men of tbe South in the 
last Congress. I have assurance* of that charac- 
ter given to me by some of the most respectable 
men, some of the most influential men in Penn- 
sylvania. I have assurances given to me by hun- 
dreds of letters from the most intelligent men of 
that State, to get my resolutions submitted to 
tbo people. They came to mo from every north- 
ern State, I believe without a solitary exception, 
to get my resolutions submitted to the people. 
"We want," said they, "to preserve the Union. 
We differ fom our representatives iu Congress in 
this matter. They are elected as partisans, on 
party platforms, and are subject to the control of 
their party. They do not feel as we do. They feel 
and act like partisans, and waul to maintain eve- 
ry syllable end every letter of their platform. We 
wish to preserve our sacred Union. We love our 
brethren. Put your resolutions bofore us. They 
will pass by hundreds and thousands of majori- 
ties. " Gentlemen, I believe that, in Pennsylva- 
nia, they would bavo passed by one hundred thou 
sand mujority. If these resolutions have douc 
nothing else they have at least elicited evidences 
of affection for us from our northern brethren. 
They ought to be considered as having attained 
something in this light, something iuiportaul, 
too, considering the value of the Union. Tbe 
people were ready to sanction tho compromise. 
The gonerosity und patriotism of their hearts 
have uot stopped to calculato the consequences to 
party of the downfall of their platform. They 
have indulged these feelings us fellow citizens and 
fellow countrymen, and they are willing to give 
you all you usk and all you want. They would 
rather give you more than you are entitled to than 
part with you. 

We are not to be outdone iu generosity, I trust, 
by the people of the North. If they are thus 
anxious to preserve the Union, shall we be mure 
lukew arm in that sacred cause ? What we should 
do is this : Insist upon our rights, but insist upon 
them in the Union, and depend upon it that the 
people will grant them to you. This or that 
Senate, or this or that body or convention may 
refuse, but, mark me, your country has a great 
warm heart. Tho 



you to bear witness, a* crudid, truthful men— do 
you know of any wrong that the government ha? 
ever done you ? Can you name any instance of 
wrong suffered on account of yourconnection with 
the great Union of which you arc a part? Ken- 
tucky herself came into existence under the Con- 
stitution — and uuder tho Union that she still cliugs 
to. Under its protection she has grown from a 
handful of pioneer* and a few hunters to the no- 
ble State that she now is — in every passage of her 
history maintaining her character for honor and 
fidelity — for devotion to truth, devotion to coun- 
try — seeking at whatever distance, at whatever 
saciitlce, every battle field upou w hich the honor 
and the inteiest of her country were to be coin- 
batted for. That is old Kentucky. Fearingnone 
feeling herself in influence and power irresisti 



nities and laws which form the charter. She can 
appeal to our courts, to the Upton, to tho fellow- 
citizens of tho Government and t'je Union. Sho 
is stronger iu this attitude is she iiot? 

It is nothing but passion, il r.eems to me, that 
can have misled her so far. I will not go into the 
mean* by which tho peopie are sometimes misled 
by leaders; I will not go into t'/ie causes that some- 
times delude these leaders Ihe.inwlrM, but that we 
have gained nothing, that n can gain nothing by 
-omg into it and sharing with it, seems to me 
vory evident. 

Oar true policy I* to str.nd by that Union whose 
blessings we have so long experienced — so long 
enjoyed— to stand fast ),y until some grent politi- 
cal necessity shall drive us from it. In the Union 
we know that wc bn> e found safety— there our 
fathers found safety— and these lathers construct- 
ed it lor our safety. All experience hus taught us 
that we havo the hest government in the world. 
Abused and mala.'.ministered as it frequently is, 
ia it not at last the boat government in the world? 
Is there any bettserT Where else does liberty ap- 
pear as she doc.ahere? She appears somewhere 
in the little R'.-publios of the old world, but so in- 
significant in. their numbers as not to be noticed, 
and of eetvntj | B lu spared by the great despots 
and tbe great Umperors of Christendom. There 
she may be said to exist ia ber rustic simplicity — 
iu tatters and rags. Here abe exists in all her 
spl*)jdor, with a diudem on her head. Uere is a 
gr.-at ltepublic that has avowed allegiance to hor. 
jlhe as a queen beckons to all the world, and sig- 
nalizes a people that know how to govern them- 
selvos — a people that have entitled themaelves to 
this liberty. 

This has been the fruit of this Constitution and 
this Union by which I advise you to stand firm. 
Stand true to it, I »ay, until some great political 
necessity drives you iioni thi-t post. What an 
wo now to do? A portion of our countrymen ore 
speculating on distant consequences. They are 
resolving that we will quit our place of safety 
and go into an experiment — join the new revolu- 
tionary Government — and they say that Virginia 
and other States will follow. Then tbey say 
there will be no war, and then wc will be in n bet- 
ter condition to reconstruct. This is all a fallacy, 
from beginning to end. Can wo trust our specu- 
lation upon causes that are so dependant one upon 
another — upon contingencies that lie in the future? 
Can we come to distant conclusions of that sort? 
No. The safe way is to do that duty which is 
nearest to you. l3o that first. You can see that. 
We have not the gift of prediction. This argu- 
ment of apeculation, founded upon distant con- 
tingencies, founded upon inferences und intorence.- 
froui inferences as to what may follow from tht 
complication of causes, that is least of all to be 
relied upon. There is no safe logic in it. Every 
man can see and understand the duty that is next 
to him, and should not uttempt to confound bis 
conviction by endeavoring to comprehend objects 
beyond his reach. 

What is our nearest duty? You have been told 
to maintain the Constitution of the United States. 
It ha* never done you wrong, never despoiled you 
of your property, neve? taken from you a minuti 
of your freedom or your liberty during your whole 
life time. Are you to abandon that upon a con- 
tingency ; are you to go abroad for an experiment, 
is that the next and wisest step to be taken? I" 
not tho most immediate duty to stand fast in youi 
fidelity to that tried government until »onic ne- 
cessity shall force you from it? When that neces- 
sity comes it will need no argument. Necessity 
requires no speculation — no argument. When 
that great political necessity comes which alone 
wouid justify us iu sundering this glorious Union 
it will speak for itself. It will apeak for itself in 
language not bo misunderstood. We need noi 
wrangle or debate or quarrel about it. It will tell 
all with its imperious tongue. It will wave us to 
obedience. Conform to it wc must. Is that thi 
case now? No! Why then bo in a hurry to aban- 
don this good government which has sheltered u- 
so long? Why commit ourselves to tbe cold and 
inclement skies of an untried country, an untried 
wintor? Is that wise? Is that tho prudence of n 
great nation? Excitement, animation, and im- 
petuosity may prompt us and somo may be lured 
by tbe very danger of tbe experiment, but that l> 
not the part of wisdom — that is not the part ol 
that wisdom that ought to govern you aud to gov- 
ern a community — that wisdom w hich is of a de- 
liberate reflecting mind. You aro to divest your- 
selves of these passion* when you come to decide 
such a question. Let me ask you, was ever suel 
a question submitted to a people before? Hen 
are thirty millions of people, constituting thi 
greatest, the freest, and the meat powerful nation 
on tbe face of the earth. Is she to fall down in a 
day? Are we hastily to go off— to fly from all tht 
greatness we have inherited and acqcircd, and 
madly, wildly seek in the wilderness *u experi 
mental government and substitute it for the bet- 
ter one we now enjoy? 

Tbe moment we are divided, what are we? Be- 
fore all the nations of the earth our gireatness is 
given up. Is there any one of you, any one 
whose heart swells with pride and love <if country, 
that would not mourn over the slightest diminu- 
tion of tho greatness of hia country's pe wer. We 
experienced the haughtiness and superciliousness 
of a haughty nation's prince when we were but a 
feeble colony, I might say involved in revolution. 
Now your flag carries respect aud fear and love 
over sea and over land; it is everywhere hailed 
with the profoundest respect. Whcnyou arecom- 
pelled to blot from its folds seven of tho stiir.- 
tbat now adorn it — when this waning constella- 
tion shall show its diminished head — what will be- 
come of that respect, founded in fear as well as in 
love? What will become of that respect with

of property and right* in tbo territories of the 
United States; and one of the oljjeoti of the m»M- 
lite? which I proposed, one of their chief objects 
was to procure, by an amendment to tbo Consti- 
tution, an acknowledgment ».f this equnl right ou 
the part of the South. Upon Constitutional prin- 
ciples this right would extend to all tho territories 
m the United States, and the southern States, 
ia common with the froe States, would have an 
iiudmded and equal right iu all tbe territories of 
the United State*. But as a common enjoyment 
would be difficult, it appeared more convenient 
that there should be for this purpose a bort of par- 
titioD of the territories of tho United States be- 
tween the different olasses of States, slaveholding 
and Dou-slaveholding. 

Our father* — those who have gone before us— 
in the year 1820, upon the question of the intro- 
duction of Missouri into the Union, were involved 
In this very question of slavery agitation. Tho 



shall get ull that we van ask — all that we can de 
sire — all that reason can warrant us in expect-, 
lag. 

This, my fellow-eitiiens, is the great fact of 
the sontimont and opinion of our brethren every- 
where. Now, the great question which we are 
called upon to decide is, what, in this unpar- 
ralleled, stupendous crisis— what Bhall wo do? 
Seven States of our common country — lately 
moving in harmony — claiming no other rights 
than as tho fellow-citizens of a common govern- 
ment — withdrew from thia government, and are 
now denying their allegiance to it — avowing 
their determination to form a separate govern- 
ment, and actually forming that separate govern- 
ment ap an independent government — as separate 
from this. They are attempting to ignor* 1 all re- 
lations to m, and claiming treatment as a foreign 
power. 

What is the wi.=h of ns all? It is, and on^bt 
udmission of Missouri was objeoted to because of ■ to be, by some mean* or mea3uro to bring back 
its constitution, in view of the faot that slavery t to this Un'.on-^-to bring back inU — to perfect re- 



berself, she has gone on and prospered. Where 
is the man of Kentucky that fears that anybody 
will come here to take away our rights from us. 
Our self-possession and character is founded upon 
this conscious ability to defend ourselves — that 
there is none so bold as to attack Bf a we being in 
the right, they in the wrong. 

Now what, I a«k again, U Kentucky to do ? 
This is a qucsti'-n upon which many of us, fellow- 
citizens, differ iu opinion. 1 came not here to-day 
to reproach any one for his opinion. I came to 
arguo the matter with my fellow-citizens, and to 
present my view* of the subject as one of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky. Wc should counsel together 
on such occasion.". No man should be entirely 
given up to his opinion in such matters. He should 
listen with respect to the arguments of all. It is 
the good of the country that is at (stake, and the 
opinions of all should bo heard , and determined 
upon calmly and dispassionately. If we differ, it 
is only about the moans of advancing the inter- 
ests of that country. 

What will we gain by going off with this seces- 
sion movement — this experimental government .' 
Is it not a hazardous experiment? Can seven 
States well boar all the expense that mu.u arUe 
out of tbo maintenance of armies, of navies, the 
expenses of a Ftato of government like our own 
with liko expenses ? They must bavo a President. 
They will probably not give him a loss salary than 
we givo our President. They must have a Con- 
gross. They will not give their Congressmen less 
than we civo ours. They must have all the ro- 
tiuue, all the different department*, of govern- 
ment, and they will not place them, I think, at a 
less cost than wo can. The army and tho navy, 
the expense of which our legislators frequently 
complain, without being able to diminish, that 
they must bavo aUo. Ilow can these seven States 
(Uliay tho expenses? I? it our interest to joiu 
this experimental government— to give up the 
grand heritage which we enjoy under the estab- 
lished Constitution made by tho men most vener- 
ated by U| under which we have lived — a govern- 
ment which has been thought throughout the world 
to be a masterpiece of human wisdom — shall we 
who bave grown and flourished under it, and re- 
garded it as the most firmly established govern- 
ment in the world if its principles are properly re- 
spected — shall we quit that nnd go into the seces- 
sion ranks, fall into tho footsteps of the revolu- 
tionary government? It would not be wise. I 
can seo nothing wc aro to gain by it. What will 
you gain? What is such a obange to gain for any 
ettiten? What ovil is Kentucky to disbnrthtn 
herself of? What is the clanger that now threat- 
ens her? Does she escape it by thi? rcfoli'tion? 



When you go abroad now, and when to the qucs 
tion as to what you are, you answer you are an 
Americau, you are treated instantly with more 
respect than oven the proud Englishman. Of all 
names it is that by which a man would prefer to 
travel in Europe. It is your country's name that 
gives you this f tamp, this great powor. It is that 
great country whose numo never foils to prove a 
shadow of protection over you. Do you not be- 
lieve now that foreign nations are triumphing in 
the division und dismemberment of this groat gov- 
ernment? They feared its example. They feared 
its liborty; but now they look to you not with a 
good government founded on liberty and oo prin- 
ciples which muy be to them a dangerous exam- 
ple. They look to you to cite you a* an evidence 
that all popular government is adelusion. "Men 
are uot capable of governing themselves," they 
say sneeriugly, ''and tbe people of the United 
States are showing it. They live in a country that 
reveres power. They had all sway and all do- 
minion, yet you sec*by party controversy and the 
little exasperations that spring out of it, this great 
government is in an instant exploded under the 
madness of party. In six months that proud em- 
pire, reaching to the skies — stretching its arms 
over the woild, baa fallen to tho ground. They 
are an evidence that man requires king* and des- 
potisms, to govern him — that ho cane ot govern 
himself." You, the proud nation, are now cited 
as an example of tbe impoteticy, the incapacity 
of mankind for self-government — to show that 
your boasted liberty is nothing but tho exhalation 
of fancies, having no power, uo strength, no capac- 
ities. These are tho consequences tha-'. will accrue 
from a dissolution of the Union. 

Let us utrivc then to bring tho senders back 
and reform them. Here is a government formed, 
all its laws and institutions perfect. The house is 
complete and furnished. Those who have left us 
have but to step in and take possession of the 
mansion of their fathers. By standing fast by 
the Union, and showing the te coders that there U 
no probability that wc will unite with tbem, and 
if tne other loyal slaveholding Sts.tcs will show 
the seme disapprobation of their course, will that 
not havo the effect of checking tho career of this 
revolution? Won't its tendency be to make them 
think of returning to their brethren who aro en- 
deavoring to persuade them back by tokens of 
lovo and affection? When they eeo we will not 
follow, won't they return to us? 

That is our best policy if we want to effect the 
reunion of the seceded States. It Is not our poli- 
cy to increase the evil by joining tbem. Will it 
be more difficult for them to come back alone than 
if six others joined them? Won't that put iar- 



he experiment of the new republic, or seo him 
standing unconquered and alone, with tho stars 
and etripos in his hand, or fulling nobly, and 
faithfully, and devotedly with tho Constitution of 
liis country ? I think there is not one of us that 
would not prefer our ancestor to take that course. 
. know that wo sometimes would bo willing that 
ancestors would pursue courses that we are unwil- 
ling to pursue ourselves. There is hardship, dif- 
ficulty and danger about it that wo would rather 



Upon an occasion not unlike tho present, ten avoid, provided we can havo, even through an an 
yeas ago, Mr. Cls*L stood near the spot which I cestor, the hereditary glory of acting such aaolf 
now occupy.

prehenbions wore entertained in the country that 
it would terminate iu disunion. Mr. Cloy went 
to Congress in 1S49. He brought forward a scries 
of compromises in ISM) and had them passed. 
That pacified the country and preserved the 
Union. In 1850 he came horc and in this Legis- 
lature he delivered an address. Tbu storm had 
then parsed by, but ho spoke to them with a 
prophet's Grc, and with all a patriot's concern, of 
tbe character of the Constitution of their country 
and the value of this Union. He said, "I have 
been asked, when would I consent to give 
up this Union? I answer, never! never! ncvorl 
and I warn you, my countrymen, uow if as things 
seem to tend, this country should be divided into 
a Union and a disunionist party, I here now, no 
matter who compose that party, declare myself a 
member of the Union party. Whether it bo a 
Whig or Democrat that belongs to tbe party of 
the Union, there I subscribe my name — there I 
unite my heart and hand with that party." How 
would he answer tbe quo.ition, what shall we do? 
Shall we quit this Union uow und go off upen tho 
experiment of our brethren of tho South? What 
would he answer who then answered as I have 
stated? 

I say then it would bo wisdom in us never to 
consider the question of dissolution. It is not a 
questi'uii to be debated; it is not a question to be 
settled upon policies or arguments. You know 
the fruit of that tree is good. Stand under it ; 
feed upon its rich fruits as you have done, until 
you see a better one at a distance, or until some 
great necessity is upon us — until a necessity like 
that by which our parents wero driven from Eden, 
.•duill drive you from it. Theu go; it will be time 
then, and that necessity will be your justification. 
There in another authority still more venerable 
than that of the illustrious man whom I bave 
mentioned — I mean Gen. Washington. Do you 
believe he was a wise man? What did he tell you 
of the value of this Union, and of your duty to 
maintain and uphold it? — not merely argumenta- 
tive devotion, ready to argue yourselves in or out 
of it on occasion; be told you to have an immova- 
ble attachment to tbe Union — never to think of 
abandoning it; stick to it; fight for it; fight in it; 
if your rights are disturbed maintain them, it 
that desperate extremity should come; but that 
desperate extremity is not to be apprehended. It 
may occur for a short time. Wroug and oppress 
ion may be practised for a short time. Bad ruler: 
may oppress you as tbey have oppressed others 
You may have a mischievous President and an 
ignorant and injurioue Congress. Ail this may 
occur, but all this in the wisdom of the Constitu- 
tion is swallowed up in the general good. That 
same Constitution, which, through the infirmity 
of human nature, necessarily subjects you to those 
evils, gives you the power of redressing them at 
short intervals of time, and he who cannot, for 
tbe perpetuul good bear such evils for a short time 
does m>t deserve to be a member of a good gov- 
ernment. V'ou have the opportunity of redeem- 
ing that government by frequent elections of a 
President an d Congress. If you permit a repeti- 
tion of a ma ladminislration it is your fault. You 
have the remedy, and it is your fault if you do 
not apply it. 

Gentlemen, the government is in a bad and 
dangerous condition. Whether it shall fall to 
pieces and fc ecomo the scoff of tbe world, whether 
our ruins are all that shall remain to tell oar 
-tory is the question now to bo determined, 1 
believe in tbe people more than I believe in 
£uvernnieo.ts. 1 believe in the people more than 
Oelievo in Presidents, in Senators, or in House.- 
of Representatives. I do not say that to fiatlei 
multitudes*. I say it because I believe in tha in- 
telligence of tbe people. I believe in the public- 
virtue of the people whatever may be said to tbe 
:ontrary. Though in many things many peo> It 
aot a little unworthy of the dignity of freemen, 
■it ill, when I look at the mujestic body of the peo- 
ple, I find that there- is a wisdom, a generosity , 
-ind a public virtue that will not allow this coun- 
try to he trampled under foot or to go down to 
ruins. They will extend their hands from the 
North to tbe South, and from the South to the 
North in fsaternal sympathies. I do not believe 
they will fight upon any cause that yet exists. 1 
beliovc they will not permit their rulers to main- 
Lain any petty platforms to destroy a great coun 
try. The Chicago platform — a thing no biggei 
.ban my band— to be set up, like an idcl of old, 
md worshipped, and a great country like our*, 
with all its millions, sacrificed upon its ali.t.* — 
he people will not allow that to oe doue. i :.<■ ■. 
are not platform makers. Their country and 
their God is what tbey are for. They are our fel 
ljw-cttizens, and they will save us. This may 
be a superstition, but I have it, and it comfort 
and solaces me. You are a portion of that great 
body, and will you do your part. 

My lrienda, these remarks are desultory. I 
have not pretended to sketch the sad history ol 
these events or to relate them iu their detail. I 
bave not attempted to discuss all the probable 
consequences of abandoning or standing by the 
government of this Union. I have simply satis- 
lied myself by saying that to join the new gov- 
ernment would be nothing but a speculation. To 
jtand fait where you aro is to perform the duty 
which is nearest you, and within your clear con- 
viction. That is tbe course I have recommended. 
What have you done? Are you not pledged to 
this course? What has old Kentucky's course 
been?. You sent some years ago a piece of Ken- 
tucky marble to be wrought up into the structure 
of that magnificent mouumeut to tho Father of 
his Country, now unfinished in the city of Wash- 
ington. That was your tribute to the patriotism 
and the great name of that uucqualed man. What 
did you cause to be inscribed upon it? Let me 
remind you. Upon the stone is engraved these 
words: "Kentucky was the first State to enter 
tbe Union after the adoption of the present Con- 
stitution, and sho will be tbe last to leave it." 
This is the testimony engraven by your own or- 
der. It is engraven upon the marble. It stands 
a part of the great monument to tbe memory of 
Washington, where all the world may see it. 
While Washington is adored as the fouuderof the 
Union — the founder of his country — in that-holy 
keeping i.t this uionumt*nt of recorded rock in 
which you say you will be tbe last to loave the 
Union. 

Now, Mr. Speaker and gentlemen, when yea 
have examined in every material point of view, 
in the view of every material interest, this ques- 
tion as to the policy and course Kentucky ought to 
pursue; when you have found tbem all, let me say 
that I think your judgment will find il satisfactory 
not to remove from the Union. But suppose you did 
not arrive at that satisfactory conclusion, is there 
not something in the stability which marks the 
manhood of old Kentucky? Here she stands 
upon her own native ground; here she stands by 
that flag under which she has often fought, and 
stands by that Union, that she has tworn to main- 
tain. Is there not a sontiment that you feel in 
your heart that, however politicians may reason, 
policy ought to sway this matter. There is a great 
deal even in doing wrong when you do it in pur- 
suance of a sense of fidelity and honor — a sense 
of patriotism. Which of you if your child is to 
read the history of this period, if it be our sad 
fate that our country now is to perish, and he is 
left to read only tbe mournful history of its fall, 
how would you rather it would stand in that bis- 
tyry — that Kentucky in the tumult of this revo- 
lution was led away, led uway from her colors 
and her Constitution, and joined in tbe sad 
experiment of u southern cotton State repub- 
lic? — that she sundered herself from the pa- 
rent Government, which was broken into frag- 
ments, and helped to form little governments 
which soon consumed each other ?— or that old 
Kentucky was left, when the land had been swept 
by secession and revolution, and nothing was left 
of the Union, Kentucky alone was seen standing 
upon i?- ■ T.- Ul Kiiit'Ii (■tvi.,Iutiun had conquered — 
standing alone, like a stalwart, unconquered old 
warrior, with the flag of his country in bis hand, 
standing by the falling column — that the last 
scene of your ancestor should leave him sitting 
like Mariu" upon the ruins of Carthage, mourning 
the melaucholy and disgracefnl fall of his own 
once glorious country ? Where would you rather 



meats for tho groat many honors you have confer- 
red upon me. They will make my retirement 
honorable, peaceful, and happy; and will revive 
recollections continually of you/ kindness, and of 
that confidence which you placed in mo. I have 
been a long time in tbe service of my country. 
Here, sir, was tho earliest scene of my political 
life. Like you, and tho youngest among you, I 
was once upon the floor of this House, cudca"ur- 
ing to serve my country, as you arc. For many 
long years, in one position or other, I have lived. 
I ought to retire. Tbe time has come. I bavo 
wished for it. You have made tho way to that re- 
tirement dignified and honorable. With all my 
heart I pray to that Providence which has been as 
il wero a shield over our country so long, that you 
may be made the instruments of preserving it and 
saving it through all the great emergencies and 
the great perils through which it has now to pass, 
that by your fortitude and courage you will up- 
hold the principles of ycur government, by your 
wisdom and persuasive policy bring back to ua 
tho friends and the oountryinen we have lost. 
We do not love them the less because wc love our 
country more, and would preserve the Union and 
the Constitution under which we live and hope to 
live. May your wisdom be so crowned with suc- 
cess that you will bring us out of these tribula- 
tions to peace, and to tbe security for which we 
now struggle. t

KENTUCKY LEGISLATURE. 
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IN SENATE. 
Thursday, March 28, 1861. 
The Senate was opened with prayer by 
the Rev. John N. Norton, of the Episcopal 

church. 

The Journal of yesterday was read by the 

Clerk. 

PRIVILEGED MOTIONS. 

Mr. HAYCRAFT moved- a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote rejecting the bill to amend 
the charter of Brandenburg: motion en- 
tered. 

Mr. WALTON moved a reconsideration 
of the vote rejecting the resolutions of Mr. 
TAYLOR, requesting the members of Corl- 
gress from Kentucky to vote for a repeal of 
the bill authorizing U. S. Courts for the 
Kentucky District to be held at Padueah, 
Covington, ami Louisville. 

Mr. FISK made a motion to lay the mo- 
tion to reconsider on'the table: negatived by 
yeas 10, nays 20. 

The vote was then taken on the reconsid- 
eration of the vote rejecting the resolutions: 
and it wa9 carried by yeas 19, nays 16. 

LEAVE OF ABSENCE

A MESSAOE FROM THK H. R. 

Was received, announcing the passage of 
sundry bills which originated in that House, 
the passage of a Senate bill, and also the 
passage of a resolution for an adjournment 
tine die. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. FISK had the following resolution 
read for information, [the rules were not dis- 
pensed with to enable him to offer it], viz:

tt—ohed, That no action shall bo taken on any 
proposition the same day it is offered. 

Mr. DENNY moved a suspension of the 
rules to enable him to offer a resolution 
The Senate refused to suspend the rules. The 
resolution was read for information, and is 
as follows, viz: 

WnrREAS, It is a well-known fact that there is 
no money in the Public Treasury to meet the or- 
dinary expenses of tho State; and whereas, both 
Houses of this General Assembly have passed h 
bill borrowing two hundred thousand dollars of 
the Sinking Fund; and whereas, sound policy 
dictates nnd demands that some means shall be 
provided to pay this borrowed debt, and to meet 
the ordinary expenses of the State; therefore, 

Hetoleed, That the Auditor of 1'ublio Accounts 
is hereby requested to report to this body, at his 
earliest convenience, what rate of increase of tax- 
ation per annum, on the one hundred dollars 
worth of properly in Kentucky, is necessary to 
raise tfce necessary sum to meet this debt, and 
carry on the ordinary expenses of the State. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Mr. GILLIS— Enrollments— Reported 
eundrv bills correctly enrolled, and thev were 
signed by the SPEAKER. 

Mr. G ROVER— Revised Statutes— A bill 
to amend section 9, article 3, chapter 91, Re- 
vised Siatutes : passed. 

Same — A bill concerning the jurisdiction 
of the quarterly court of Bourbon county: 
passed. 

Mr. FISK— Reviped Statutes— A H. R. 
bill to amend an act lor the improvement of 
the navigation of Licking river — with an 
amendment as a substitute for the bill. [The 
substitute repeals the act to improve the 
navigation of Lickingriver, passed in I860.] 
The substitute was adopted, and the bill a« 
amended passed. 

Same — A bill to prevent any county judge 
from practicing^ law in his own court. 

Mr. ROUSSEAU offered an amendment 
to the bill : [by adding after the words "own 
court," the words, "nor in the courts of his 
own county."] 

Mr. FISK offered an amendment to the 
amendment by making it apply to courts 
from which an appeal may be taken to the 
countv court. 

Mr." W H 1TAKER off ered a substitute for 
the bill and amendments, [which in efl'tct 
onlv prevents the judge from setting in a 
case where he has been counsel or adviser 
in a lower court:] hut he withdrew his sub- 
stitute for the present.
